Washington — W — Republicans 


took the lead today in denouncing 
President Roosevelt's $4,500.000.000 
relief-recovery program, apparently 
giving up the strategy by which 
they sometimes let anti-New Deal 
Democrats direct the assaults on 
administration measures. 


Republican Chairman John Ham- 


ilton and Senator Arthur Vanden- 
berg (R-Mich.) criticized the huge 
"pump-priming" proposals as un- 
sound in radio speeches last night 


Their outspoken opposition was 


in contrast to Republican tactics 
during the 
supreme court fight, 


when Vandenberg wrote a lengthy 
speech but never delivered it_ In 
the recent government reorganiza- 
tion fight, congressional Repub- 
licans again left the generalship of 
the attack to Democrats. 


Passage Predicted 


Administration leaders, however, 


predicted 
only a smattering 
of 


votes would be cast against the 
president's economic recommenda- 
tions, on which hearings will begin 
Wednesday. 


The legislation, now being draft- 


ed, was a major topic for Mr. Roo- 
sevelt's weekly conference with his 
congressional lieutenants late this 
morning. 


After the meeting, Representative 


Rayburn of Texas, the house Demo- 
cratic leader, reiterated a predic- 
tion that congress would adjourn 
between May 20 and June 1. 


Rayburn, Vice President Garner 


and Speaker Bankhead attended 
the customary Monday conference 
with the president before he left 
for his office. Senator Barkley of 
Kentucky, the senate leader, was 
out of the city. 


"We just had a nice quiet little 


talk with no decisions on anything," 
Rayburn said, adding that taxes 
came in for incidental mention. 


Garner Won't Comment 


Newsmen questioned Garner on 


the White House steps about re- 
ports that he was strongly opposed 
to the 
president's new spending 


program. 


"I am going to get into my auto- 


mobile." Garner replied and doing 
so. drove off. 


The same questions were directed 


at Stephen Early, White House sec- 
retary. He referred to 
President 


Roosevelt's previous statement to a 
press conference that such reports 
were made out of whole cloth. 


The leaders reiterated they be- 


lieved the recovep'-relief program 
would be framed in one bill. 


Chairman Hamilton, replying to 


the president's "fireside chat," de- 
clared Mr. Roosevelt was more in- 
terested in "priming the polls" for 
the November congressional elec- 
tions than in "priming the pumps 
of recovery." 


National security, Hamilton said, 


can not be based on "profligate 
spending." He cited $40,000,000.000 
of federal expenditures during five 
years of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion in support of his contention. 


Assails Spending Plan 


He asserted the administration 


had chosen a "do nothing" program 
for the last seven months, and de- 
clared the officers of the ship of 
state "sulked in their cabins," ig- 
noring Rcpjublican demands for 
abandonment of "economic here- 
sies" which had paralyzed business. 


"And then, in sheer desperation,"' 


Hamilton said, "the officers burst 
from their cabins, shattering the

ficials said today. 


Mr. Roosevelt has recommended 


that congress appropriate $175,000.- 
000 for rural relief during the fiscal 
year beginning July 1. 


At present the department has 


about 710,000 farm families on its 
relief and rehabilitation loan rolls. 


Officials of the farm security ad- 


ministration, which directs the ru- 
ral relief program." estimated that at 
least an additional 360,000 families 
need assistance. They said the presi- 
d c n t's 
suggested 
appropriation 


would make help possible for the 
bulk of those said to need it. 


Two Classes 


Rural relief 
expenditures this 


year are expected to total about 
$118,000,000. Most of the farmers 
needing aid are located in the south, 
midwestern drought areas, the Pa- 
cific northwest and in California. 


Needy farm families seeking aid 


are divided into two classes—first, 
those who might be able to climb 
back to a self-supporting basis with 
a minimum of financial assistance 
and technical guidance, and second, 
those destitute and in no position 
to gain a self-sustaining basis. 


Rehabilitation loans are extended 


lo those in the first class. In general, 
the amount *is just large enough to 
supply the bare essentials for carry- 
ing on farming operations— a plow, 
a mule, seed, a few chickens, and 
other simple equipment. 


Loans that are made on the basis 


Of what supervising officials call a 
"sound farm and home management 
plan," worked out by local super- 
visors. 


Typical Plan 


A typical farm and home manage- 


ment plan calls, first of all. for the 
raising of enough vegetables and 
livestock to meet the family's needs. 
Acreage is set aside for production 
of feed for the work animals and 
other livestock. The remainder of 
the farm ordinarily is devoted to 
cash crops, which are 
diversified 


as much as possible. 


The loans, repayable over a peri- 


od of five years at 5 per cent inter- 
est, average about $300. 


To the second class of needy farm- 


ers—those to whom officials say 
loans could not wisely be given— 
outright relief 
grants 
averaging 


$20 a month are made. Most farm 
families receiving this class of aid. 
officials said, live on submarginal 
land where failure is virtually cer- 
tain. 


Meanwhile, attempts are made to 


settle these farmers on land where, 
with loan assistance, they might be 
able to gain a self-supporting basis.

The Horse Is Led to Water 


In considering the new recovery 


program it is necessary to distin- 
guish between the proposals them- 
selves and what the 
President 


thinks and says about them. 
The 


actual proposals depend for their 
success upon a great expansion of 
private borrowing and investment, 
assisted by a moderate amount of 
delayed 
pump-priming 
expendi- 


ture. But the President appears to' 
be under the impression that he 
has started out to achieve a recov- 
ery by powerful government action 
in the form of inflationary spend- 
ing. He has not. As a pump-prim- 
ing program his proposals are il- 
lusory. 


Though the whole effort is earn- 


est and sincere and put on with 
the best intentions. Mr. Roosovelt 
does not seem to have grasped the 
implications of the program which 
his advisers have persuaded him to 
adopt. Perhaps they have not whol- 
ly grasped the implications them- 
selves. Otherwise they would sure- 
ly have persuaded him that 
the 


adoption of a program of this sort 
leads to altogether different con- 
clusions from those 
which 
Mr. 


Roosevelt dwelt upon. For this is 
not a great spending program. This 
is a program to make possible a 
great increase of 
borrowing 
by 


private industry. But. unfortunate- 
ly, it contains no real inducements 
to use these facilities which are be- 
ing provided. 
No Great Amount 
Of Additional spending 


It may seem strange to say that 


this is not a great spending pro- 
gram. But when the specific pro- 
posals are examined, where does 
one find any great amount of ad- 
ditional spending? For it is only 
additional spending that can 
be 


counted as a recovery 
measure. 


The President asks for additional 
funds for relief and related activi- 
ties, which will put the expendi- 
ture at the rate of about two hun- 
dred millions a month. But this is 
not, 
as I understand it, more than 


a trifling increase over present ex- 
penditures. It is merely a proposal 
not to follow the original idea of 
January. The President admitted 
as much in his message, when he 
said that what he was recommend- 
ing "would not greatly increase the 
present rate of expenditure." 


Yet the W. P. A. money is the 


only quick and substantial spend- 
ing proposed. There is, to be sure, 
a relatively small item of 
three 


hundred 
millions 
for 
housing, 


which might perhaps be spent in 
the course of a year. 
And then 


there are the one thousand millions 
for big public works. 
But it is 


doubtful whether much 
of 
this 


money will be spent in time 
to 


have any effect. Big projects do not 
get under way quickly, and 
the 


President's requirement that they 
must be undertaken this summer 
and autumn probably means thai 
there will be some blueprints and 
some impressive holes 
in 
the 


ground, but that real expenditures 
on wages and materials will 
.iot 


come much 
sooner than 
next 


spring. That, at least, is what ex- 
perienced officials believe, and the 
record of the past would seem to 
bear them out. 


Thus it would seem that as gov- 


ernment spending nothing much is 
being proposed that will take ef- 
fect for many months to come, and 
that all that is to happen is a con- 
tinuation of a rate of spending that 
has done nothing to halt the de- 
pression. 
Expansion Of Credit 
Is Real Contribution 


The rest of the program has to do 


with private spending by business 
men using money borrowed from 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration and from the banks. Here 
the potentialities are very great. 
There are not only the fifteen hun- 
dred millions available through the 
R. F. C.. but there is an expansion 
of the credit base by over 
two 


thousand millions. The expansion 
of the base makes it theoretically 
possible to expand private borrow- 
ing by ten times that amount. 


Here, if anywhere, is the real 


contribution to recovery. However, 
only if this greatly expanded ca- 
pacity to lend is taken advantage 
of, only if business borrows Irom 
the banks that have now so much 
more money to lend, will anything 


substantial happen. 
The central 


element in Mr. Roosevelt's 
pro- 


gram, the only important thing in 
it, is this increased capacity of the 
banks to lend. But unless business 
borrows what the banks have been 
enabled to lend, nothing will ha\e 
been done except to multiply the 
unused resources of the banks. 
Depends On Inducing 
Business To Use Credit 


The whole 
program 
depends 


upon inducing business to use the 
credit which the program provides. 
But to this absolutely 
essential 


condition the President pays vir- 
tually no attention. For though his 
tone and manner are conciliatory, 
he avoids any real consideration of 
the reasons why, though money is 
already cheap and plentiful, pri- 
vate investment is virtually stop- 
ped. He seems to think that it will 
start if money becomes still cheap- 
er and still more plentiful. 


In the very long run this would 


no doubt happen: eventually an in- 
crease of the supply of money will 
produce an effect. But it will not 
produce an effect. But it will not 
produce it promptly unless steps 
are taken which make it profitable 
at once to draw upon this credit 
which the president is providing 
Yet on this point, which is the very 
essence of the matter, the Presi- 
dent is either silent or obstructive. 
Must Be a Revision 
Of The lax System 


If credit 
expansion is to take 


place, other measures must be tak- 
en by the Administration and by 
Congress. There must be a revision 
of the tax system which leaves the 
investor and the debtor with some 
incentive to take the risks of lend- 
ing and borrowing new money. For 
with the capital gains and undis- 
tributed profits taxes piled on top 
of the enormous surtaxes, all the 
risks remain but the prospect of 
profit is virtually gone. So the re- 
lief provided by the Senate tax bill 
is necessary if the President's mon- 
etary program is to take effect. 


But that alone will not do it. Bus- 


iness will have to be assured that 
the sit-down strike is not going to 
be permitted and that there is to be 
an end of tolerated violence and of 
government favoritism in collec- 
tive "bargaining. There will have to 
be peace with the utilities. There 
•will have to be peace with the rail- 
roads and some end of the arrange- 
ment by which rates are fixed by 
one government board, wages by 


another, and with no 
connection 


between the two. For how are the 
railroads to recover 
when 
their 


rates are reduced in boom times 
and raised in bad limes, and when 
wages are actually raised at the! 
onset of a depression? 
j 


Tax reform, labor reform, peace, 


with the utilities, and a new deal; 
for the railroads are the minimum j 
needing to be done if the proposals 
of the recovery program are to be 
made effective. For unless the 
greatest obstacles to private enter- 
prise are removed, we shall soon sec 
that the President has led business 
to the springs of credit but that he 
cannot make the horse drink.

The In- 
dian, hearing their lapping as they 
gulped down the food, would turn 
and beat them away from the ket- 
tle with his big wooden spoon

pay an income tax upon their salaries. 
Both of these promises, not unlike other 


, similar ones in the past, have the advan- 
• tage of indicating further income and of 


tapping a class in America who are about 
to push out Tories and Economic Royal- 
ists from the picture and take over their 
unpopularity. 


In respect to tax exempt bonds there 


is little information available by means of 
which one could even make a plausible 
guess concerning thesadded~revenue from 
such a source. But there is always some 
sort of a nigger in the woodpile. For in- 


" stance, today, Appleton borrows money at 


a substantially less rate of interest than 
the government of the United States. That 
is not because it issues a better security 
because it does not. It is because the in- 
come from government bonds is taxable 
by the federal government while the in- 
come from Appleton's bonds is taxable 
only by the state government. 


If the income from municipal bonds 


is made taxable by the federal government 
the rate of interest on such bonds must 
be raised, and since money generally looks 
for an investment some place the chances 
are that the interest on federal bonds 
may be lower despite the fact that their 
income is taxable, and solely because a 
mortgage on an entire farm is better than 
one on the pasture alone. 


The net result will be that the Presi- 


dent may show a better sheet for the na- 
tion and that Appleton and other similar 
municipalities that have kept their credit 
good will pay the bill. But what is the 
difference so long as the tax will be con- 
cealed and the people who pay it won't 
know anything about it? 


Mr. Roosevelt apparently did not think 


of the grotesque gesture lie was making 
when he talked about taxing the salaries 
of officeholders. 
Kas anyone any idea 


how much revenue that 
would bring 


Washington? \Ve doubt whether even the 
most inspired estimator out of the Trea- 
sury Department could find in this source 
of revenue, under prevailing rates, suf- 
ficient to run the CCC camps alone. 


Treasury officials announced that the 


total gain to the government by reason of 
both measures would be but 155 millions 
annually. 
That is just another example 


of the fellow picking up nicklcs for beer 
and going into debt for champagne. 


To ask for billions, and to promise 


income of this uncertain type, and to suc- 
ceed in the venture, is what is known as 
good salesmanship. 


Perhaps it is too good. 


SENATOR DUFFY RUXS AGAIN 
Certainly the issue should be pretty 


clear in Senator Duffy's case. 


If any man merited the votes of those 


in Wisconsin who arc "loyal supporters'1 


of Mr, Roosevelt Senator Duffy docs. 


For the senator has been just where 


the President could put his finger on him 
any time he wanted. If any man in the 


Cupper house has been a more devoted 


apostle of the Roosevelt administration, 
.\vith the possible exception of that gen-

Yet there may be more danger in such 


<j an adoration of the White House than Sen- 
.^"ator Duffy imagines. 
^, Voters, and particularly in Wiscon- 
£"sin, have been.knowu to admire men in so" 
"tlev^ted a position who now and then in- 


dicated at least a particle of independence 
in thought and action. 


The recent primary in Illinois so in- 


dicates, and rather emphatically. There 
Scott W. Lucas was nominated on the 
Democratic ticket for the senate although 
as a member of the House where he has 
served the last four years he had opposed 
with n-ight and main the Roosevelt su- 
preme court "surprise" even at the time 
the Administration's chances of victory 
upon that issue appeared brightest. The 
Illinois people rather admired him for 
his courage. There is nothing so very 
bright about watching a drove go along, 
all the same way, all following the one 
with the bell..

are at stake. 


READING THE CRIMINAL HEART 
The affirmance of the judgment of ex- 


ecution against Anna Hahn in Ohio prob- 
ably points to the present boundary per- 
mitted in showing a criminal's record 
when the trial is for'a similarly charged 
crime. 


It may be remembered that Mrs. Hahn 


was accused of feeding arsenic to a num- 
ber of men, most of them aged, and be- 
coming the beneficial donee of their es- 
tates upon their deaths. It was her claim 
that her entire record could not be shown 
in one trial but that if she were accused 
of six murders that number of trials 
would be necessary, each with a jury that 
had never heard about the other trials, 
and each with the testimony only that 
might be produced to establish the partic- 
lar murder for which she then stood on 
trial. 
That the appellate court in Ohio 


dismissed her claim does not mean that 
the same result would occur in every 
state. The trial of criminal cases is still 
burdened with quite a mass of purely 
technical rules that, upon reexamination 
in the light of recent history, will be 
found obstructive to justice and very much 
against public policy. 


One of these rules, the Post-Crescent 


has always insisted, has to do with pre- 
venting the jury from finding anything 
out concerning the record of the accused 
excepting under certain 
circumstances 


which attorneys for those laden with guilt 
avoid in the interests of their clients. 


It should be manifest, as the Ohio ap- 


pellate court apparently held, that a wom- 
an who will feed arsenic to Jones for the 
purpose of claiming his estate, and even 
forge his name to a savings account de- 
mand, will very likely do the same thing 
to Smith under 
similar 
circumstances. 


Crime enforcement officers arc continual- 
ly, with mountains of evidence to support 
them, stressing the fact that methods, 
plans and actions of the criminally minded 
take on a certain pattern almost as easy 
to read as their fingerprints or handwrit- 
ting. Logic supports the proposition that 
an impartial jury is bound to be fair 
enough and sympathetic enough with any 
accused person without blinding it to the 
important and material history of his ac- 
tions. 


There was another encouraging de- 


cision of the same tenor by the New York 
Court of Appeals upholding the 30 to 50 
year sentence meted out to "Lucky" Lu- 
ciano, convicted vice racketeer. Said Chief 
Justice Crane: 


"What is the objection under our 


present and modern procedure of put- 
ting in all the evidence of the con- 
spiracy, and of the crimes committed 
jn furtherance, in one trial, and con- 
Acting this high criminal of the three 
offea&cs of which he was actuallv 
guilty? 


"We must not be so backward, as to 


make our legal procedure a hindrance 
instead of a furtherance to justice." 
Thus this dangerous and desperate man 


who sought a legal loophole to set him 
free finds himself come to naught because 
his trial, and its consideration on appeal, 
are made into sincere efforts to get at the 
truth as distinguished from a game of 
chess or other 
skillful 
endeavors of 


plunging and dodging.

shown by the fact that only by a vote of 
2 to 1 did the court of appeals oppose the 
death penalty 
passed 
upon Dalhovcr, 


Brady gangster, the contest being over 
•whether the government was correct in 
introducing Dalhover's confession in which 
he admitted 150 separate crimes. 


Simple acts by legislatures are what is

in these rocks 


means that at one tim« the atmos- 
phere contained much more of this 
gas. 


The atmosphere would lose some 


of its neon to the rocks while tem- 
peratures were much higher than 
now — probably while the rocks 
were hot. Thus, this bit of hand- 
writing points to a once molten 
body as the earth's origin. 


Lord 
Rayleigh 
extracted 
the 


neon from four sampies o£ granite 
by decomposing the samples with 
fused 
caustic potash 
This was 


done in a vacuum. There was so 
much helium from the granite that 
it masked the small quantities of 
neon. He got rid of the helii'm by 
letting it filter out through a win- 
dow 
of red hot silica. The neon 


would not pass through.

neon appeared as a jellow line in 
the spectroscope.
